developments are not ac­ 
ceptable in Plano. 
The three concepts are 
based on the premise that 
land can be more efficiently 
utilized than is currently the 
case in the traditional grid­ 
iron development and 
its 
variations. 
Cluster 
homes 
are grouped together on lots 
which are frequently dif­ 
ferent shapes and sizes and 
the houses share large areas 
of com m on open space. 
Patio 
hom es 
a re 
built 
grouped around a common 
courtyard or patio and zero 
lot line homes are built close 
together on one side of the lot 
so the owner will have a 
larger usable space on the 
other side. 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt 
asked the council to consider 
that by eliminating these 
concepts P lano m ay 
be 
restricting itself to only a 
high income population. He 
noted 
that by using 
the 
concepts, 
dev elo p m en ts 
could provide housing at a 
m ore 
m o d e ra te 
p rice 
without sacrificing quality. 
“This is a more efficient 
use of space,” he said. “ By 
keeping these out we may be 
keeping population groups 
that 
P lan o 
needs 
from 
moving h e r e -people like 
teachers and 
families 
in 
their early 20s. Plano needs 
these types of people.” 
Richeson first led a move 
to deny a 
Planning 
and 
Zoning Commission request 


for 
planning 
consultant 
Marvin Springer to draw up 
guidelines on the concepts. 
Then when he found he had 
the necessary support, he 
voted 
to 
cu t 
out 
the 
developments entirely. 
He 
and Ellis maintained that 
the concepts were excuses 
for decreasing quality and 
increasing density. 
“ I’m not in favor of higher 
density either,” noted Joe 
Bill Griffin Jr., “ but I hate to 
rule out any 
innovative 
ideas.” 
John Waddell attem pted to 
leave the door open to such 
developments by proposing 
that the concepts be con­ 
sidered 
as 
P lanned 
Development, but Richeson. 
Ellis and Sherrill agreed the 
concepts 
w ere 
“ u n ­ 
desirable.”

more for the garbage bags 
than they would gain by 
paying a lower tax rate.

also c o n ­ 
sidered a plan to eliminate 
the bag distribution, cut the 
tax rate and then to cut the 
waste collection fee from 
$2.50 to $2.14.

Griffin told council m em bers 
that the city’s cost for the 
bags has risen considerably

Ford Receives 
Good Reviews

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Ford's first ad ­ 
dress to Congress won high 
m a rk s 
today 
from 
lawm akers for its tone of 
openness and cooperation, 
but drew' criticism from twro 
leading 
D em o crats 
on 
grounds it failed to address 
fully 
the problem 
of 
in­ 
flation. 
House Speaker Carl Albert 
said he would move im ­ 
mediately toward meeting 
one of F o r d ’s econom ic 
policy 
req u e sts, 
r e in ­ 
statement of the Cost of 
Living Council minus wage 
and price controls. 
But Albert and some other 
Democrats questioned some 
of Ford’s plans for fighting 
inflation, including his call 
for 
balancing 
the 
budget 
next without cutting defense 
spending. They said he did 
not go far enough. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
DMinn., called the potential 
for higher food prices posed 
by 
crop 
fa ilu re s—which 
Ford did not mention—” a 


hot potato right smack bang 
on the President’s desk.” He 
said it demands immediate 
attention. 
“ The 
crop 
rep o rt 
yesterday was an economic 
time bomb, believe m e ,” 
Humphrey said on the NBC- 
TV Today program. “Crop 
estimates are substantially 
down.

In Southwest 
Unleaded Gas Supply Ample 


Reports from 
refiners 
indicate 
the 
supply 
of 
unleaded 
gasoline in 
the 
southwest region of the 
nation should be adequate 
during 
August, 
it 
was 
reported by Delbert M 
Fowler of Dallas, regional 
administrator 
for 
the 
F e d e r a l 
E n e r g y 
Administration 


Based on reports from 
refiners supplying the five- 
state region, nearly 
five 
percent of the total gasoline 
available will be unleaded. 
Fowler said The five states 
include Texas, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, Arkansas and 
Louisiana. 


Under regulations of the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency, 
every 
retail 
gasoline outlet which sells 
more than 200,000 gallons of 
gasoline per year must 
market unleaded gasoline. 
In specified 
rural 
areas, 
stations 
selling 
150,000 
gallons per year must stock 
the unleaded product. 
Many stations across the 
nation have sold unleaded 
gasoline for years. In fact, 
Amoco has been selling an 
unleaded product since 1915. 
However, to meet the new 
EPA regulations, virtually 
all 
automobiles 
manufac­ 
tured in 
1975 must have 
catalytic 
converters 
to 
reduce air pollution. 
The catalytic converter, 
which filters exhaust fumes 
through chemical to remove 
air pollutants, requires the 
use of unleaded gasoline. 
Otherwise, 
the converter, 
which costs about $150, will 


be 
ruined 
and 
must 
be 
replaced. 
The retail 
pumps for 
unleaded 
gasoline 
have 
smaller hose nozzles and the 
1975 automobiles will have 


smaller 
gasoline 
tank 
openings, which 
will 
not 
accommodate 
the 
hose 
nozzles 
for 
regular 
or 
preminum gasoline. 
The 
F E A 
has 
been 


charged with the respon­ 
sibility 
of 
allocating 
unleaded gasoline, so that all 
areas will have sufficient 
supply for the new' model 
automobiles.

When I am asked, “ What 
is our greatest 
potential 
problem

racketeers just across the 
Mexican border, shadowy 
visits to Texas by known 
mobsters from other states, 
the capture of massive 
shipments of narcotics. 
This 
is 
the 
better 
publicized 
evidence 
of 
organized criminal rings 
within Texas and their 
possible links with out-of- 
state syndicates. 
The 
more 
immediate 
threat is not from the so­ 
called “ families’’ of crime 
made popular in books and 
movies, but 
from 
home­ 
grown crime confederacies 


which specialize in various 
lucrative activities. While it 
can be argued that some of 
these are independent from 
outside control, it 
is no 
longer valid to say that the 
real 
Mob-with a capital 
“ M ” «- 
has 
somehow 
overlooked Texas in its zeal 
to corner the market in big- 
money crime. It is here, it is 
trying to expand, and it is 
reaching out to corrupt 
everything it touches. 
The 
State 
of 
Texas, 
through 
the 
Organized 
Crime Prevention Council, 
lias established a means to 
coordinate 
anti-crim e 
programs of metropolitan 
police, district attorneys, the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety 
and 
the 
Attorney 
General s Office I am co­ 


chairman of this Council 
along with Colonel Wilson E. 
Speir, Director of the DPS. 
What we observe is that 
the more 
profitable an 
illegal activity becomes, the 
more apt it is to move from 
small-time 
to 
big-time 
crime. 
Greed brings 
the 
organizers in. Once here, 
they will seek to consolidate 
and expand, fueled by an 
ever-growing avalanche of 
money and taking full ad­ 
vantage of human frailities. 
Until 
more people 
un­ 
derstand 
that 
crime 
flourishes best in a climate 
of apathy, our society will 
silently sanction its growth. 
There must 
be greater 
public awareness of the 
insidious threat to all of us 
and stronger support of

Child Is a Person.” 
There are really 
two 
factors 
to 
consider, 
I) 
whether your child first 
tends to approach or with­ 
draw from new situations, or 
plays a game of “ wait and 
see” ; and 2) whether your 
child adapts quickly or 
slowly to change. Parents, 
say the doctor-authors, need 
to learn to accommodate 
themselves to their in ­ 
dividual children’s needs 
and personalities as each 
child encounters novelty. 
If the child is shy, the 
parent can help introduce 
him to the situation and stay 
with him a little while on the 
first day or two. (In certain 
cases it may take a week or 
more.) 
If the child dives right in, 
mother (or father) can feel 
more 
confident 
about 
leaving almost immediately. 
Let your child set the pace 
and give him gentle en­ 
couragement when it seems 
appropriate, advise many 
c h i l d 
d e v e l o p m e n t 
specialists. 
However, it would be a bad 
idea to tease or attempt to 
shame children under the 
circumstances. Demanding 
that Lucy or Joey act like a 
big girl or boy probably 
would hurt rather than help. 
Some children will even 
tell the parent when it is time 
to go, saying something like, 
“ You don't have to stay with 
me today.” 
When the parent stays and 
then senses it is time to 
leave. James L. Hymes Jr., 
California early childhood 
consultant says to 
leave 
honestly. 
“ Don’t scoot away from 
him before he is ready,” 
says Hymes. “ This gives 
him a deserted feeling. It 
can make him cling to you 
longer the next time. 
“ Don’t go when his back is 
turned. Don’t go when you 
think he isn’t looking. Don’t 
go when someone else is 
holding him and he can’t do 
anything 
about 
your 
leaving.” 
Be sure to tell him good­ 
bye, wish him well and tell 
him when you will pick him 
up. 
Being sensitive to your 
child’s 
personality 
and 
responding appropriately is 
one of the best ways to help 
your child make a good 
adjustment to school. 
Adjustment will 
depend 
also on the feelings and 
responses of the parent who 
realizes there is going to be a 
new kind of separation in­ 
volved when the child is in 
school.

In a relaxed and homespun 
speech that brought forth 
whoops of approval from 
Congress, 
President 
Ford 
promised 
to start 
from 
scratch 
in 
looking

something to do about in­ 
flation. 
He said he would take 
personal 
charge of 
the 
search for a solution but he 
warned, 
too, 
that 
prices 
were not going to stop rising 
soon. 
In a speech delivered from 
the 
House chamber 
—he 
called 
it 
“ the 
People’s 
House” 
in an old, sen­ 
timental 
phrase 
—Ford 
promised compromise and 
concilation as the hallmarks 
of his administration. 
Congressmen interrupted 
their former colleague 32 
times with applause in the 
course of a 32-minute speech 
which they generally said 
showed him to be at ease, his 
own man and fully capable 
of handling the job. 
Julie 
Nixon 
Eisenhower 
and her 
husband, 
David, 
sitting 
in 
the 
public 


galleries, did not applaud 
when Ford said there would 
be 
no 
“ illegal 
tapings, 
eavesdroppings, buggings or 
break-ins” in the Ford ad­ 
ministration. 
This was unexpectedly 
explicit criticism of the 
conduct of the presidency of 
Richard 
Nixon. 
A 
Nixon 
spokesman in San Clemente 
said the former president 
sent Ford a telegram of 
praise for the speech. 
As 
though 
to 
show he 
meant 
business, 
Ford, 
before taking the ride back 
to Capitol Hill in the fourth 
day 
of 
his 
presidency, 
engaged 
in 
an 
act 
of 
economic 
“ jawboning” 
against General Motors, the 
largest corporation in the 
country. 
He criticized through a 
White 
House 
statement 
G M ’s intention —announced 
the day he took office —to 
raise prices for new cars this 
fall by IO per cent, $480 each 
on the averages. 
Ford said he would em­ 
brace a 
suggestion 
from 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield and call a 


summit 
meeting 
of 
presidential advisers, con­ 
gressmen, and “ some of the 
best economic brains from 
labor, industry and agricul­ 
ture” to find a way to solve 
the 
worst 
inflation 
since 
World War II —now raging 
at an average rate of ll per 
cent. 
He asked Congress to 
reactivate the Cost of Living 
Council to serve as a wage 
and price watchdog but 
without power to reimpose 
controls. Nixon had sought 
the 
same 
thing 
unsuc­ 
cessfully. 


He also pledged to present 
a balanced budget for the 
fiscal year that starts next 
Ju ly 
I 
—a 
step 
many 
economists consider bad 
medicine for an economy 
suffering 
from 
rising 
unemployment as well as 
inflation. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
DM inn., 
called 
F o rd ’s 
econom ic 
p rescrip tio n 
“ simplistic.” 
Ford also asked Congress 
to find a compromise and 
produce 
national 
health 


insurance legislation this 
year; pushed for enactment 
of Nixon’s stalled trade bill; 
announced he would sign a 
massive aid to education bill 
which 
had 
raised 
veto 
threats from 
the 
Nixon 
White 
House; 
called 
the 
nation’s military establish­ 
ment 
“ superb” 
and 
promised to give it all the 
funds it needed, and assured 
the world there would be no 
deviations from the Nixon- 
Kissinger foreign policy. 
Ford, aware that he is the 
first President never to have 
been elected to that office or 
to 
the vice 
presidency, 
stressed that he would seek 
to serve all Americans. 
“ To 
the 
limits 
of 
my 
strength and ability,” he 
said, “ I will be the President 
of the black, brown, red and 
white Americans, of old and 
young, 
of 
women’s 
liberationists 
and 
male 
chauvinists and all the rest 


of us in between, of the poor 
and the rich, of native sons 
and new' refugees, of those 
who work at lathes or at 
desks or in mines or in the 
fields, and of Christians, 
Jews, Moslems, Buddhists 
and atheists, if there really 
are any atheists after what 
we have all been through.”

House Democratic Leader 
Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. of 
Massachusetts, one of the 
behind-the-scenes powers in 
the impeachment effort that 
led to Nixon’s resignation, 
said; “ He was the Jerry 
Ford we all know. A warm 
human being despite the awe 
of his high office. He asked 
for our help and our con­ 
tinued criticism and you can 
bet we will give him that.”

summit meeting on

But Sen. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., an all-but-

the impression Ford’s ideas

But Still Early 


The drought which broiled 
the country’s midlands may 
be breaking with the recent 
rains, but its devastating 
effect on crops should be 
appearing soon at 
super­ 
markets. 
“ All meat prices will be 
affected by the high price of 
grain,” according to Jim 
Billington, a cattle industry 
spokesman and president of 
the Woodward 
Production 
Credit Association. 
He said the drought — 
which some experts have 
labled the worst since the 
Dust Bowl Days of the 1930s 
—has produced a 
“ rough 
economic situation.” 
The drought has become a 
dismal fact of economic life. 
It already has inflicted

EDT, about half an 
hour later than on his first 
four days since being thrust 
into

presidency

He Gets the Job Done 
No Blindness of the Mind 


Bv EDWARD A. FULTON 
DALLAS (U P I) - Ronald 
Byrd is blind and black but 
he says he has overcome 
whatever handicaps that 
combination might present 
because he never has suf­ 
fered from blindness of the 
mind. 
“ All of the employment 
interviews that I went on 
would begin by the employer 
telling me things I could not 
do because I was blind,” said 
Byrd, 28, now a personnel 
specialist with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
Food and Nutrition Service. 


“ I had one interview and 
after listening to a long list of 
can’t dos’ the employer 
tried to strap me with, I 
asked him 
to state the 
requirements of the job and 
I d explain to him how I 
would accomplish each one. 
“ I ’d say, ‘Don’t tell me 
what I can’t do. Tell me what 
you require and I ’ll tell you 
how 1 11 de it’. I tell the kids I 
work with that every person 
has some kind of handicap. 
U s a matter of coming out of 
your 
own 
darkness. 
Everyone 
must 
light 
a 
candle for himself. 
“ It s all right to be blind in 
the eyes as long as you’re not 
blind in the mind.” 
Byrd 
graduated 
with 
honors from Bishop College 


in Dallas with a sociology 
degree after receiving an 
associate degree in a junior 
college in his hometown of 
Gary, Ind. 
“ In my job, I do career 
counseling for federal em­ 
ployes, and do 
some 
in­ 
terview ing and 
h irin g,” 
Byrd said. “ In coming here, 
I used that philosophy to ask 
the 
em ployer 
what 
he 
required, and to tell him how 
I can do it. 
“ One thing I think is very 
significant about what I ’ve 
done is to show that it is 
possible for a 
blind or 
handicaped person to sur­ 
vive in the employment 
world without being nailed to 
one area. 


“ It’s a matter of coming 
out of the corner. It’s dif­ 
ficult. I had to go to 36 social 
agencies and 18 federal 
agencies before I got this 
job. 
“ I think this can be an 
e x t r e m e l y 
i m p o r t a n t 
m otivational 
force 
for 
handicaped persons, and a 
force even for those who are 
sighted who work in the 
competitive world.” 
During his early years in 
Indiana, Byrd ran on the 
high school track team. His 
blindness 
was caused 
at 
birth. He was a premature 
baby and doctors said there 


was too much light in his 
incubator, producing his 
blindness. 
“ I warn kids against what 
I call the ‘isms,” Byrd said. 
“ Just because they are 
visually impaired, they don’t 
have 
to 
develop 
blind 
mannerisms. 
A 
man 
recently told me I walked 
just as straight as a ‘normal’ 
person. It’s because I never 
learned the mannerism of 


slumping my shoulders. 
“ When I ran track in high 
school with the other kids, I 
was taught to concentrate on 
running straight and every 
time I could stay in the race. 
“ I believe to compete in 
the world of sight and sound 
requires that same approach 
— running straight, being 
able to see in the mind. Ifs 
not so much a matter of 
eyesight.”

These homes will be built 
on lots which range in size 
from a minimum of 7,200 
square feet (SF-4) to more 
than 9,000 square feet <SF- 
2).

(SF-3) and the remaining 50 
percent will average 9,000 
square feet (SF-2). Under 
the proposal a SF-4 home 
may or may not be built on 
an SF-4 lot and an SF-2 home 
may be built on a lot smaller 
than the traditional SF-2 lot. 
The tract will have an 
overall density of 3.6 and 
other approved uses include 
a 13-acre shopping center, a 
seven-acre and a six-acre 
office complex and 40 acres 
of apartments and garden 
apartments. 


Shortages and predicted shortages of 
electricity in various parts of the country 
are causing many people to wonder, “ Will 
there be enough electric power to meet my 
needs next month?

On an around-the-clock schedule, truck 
convoys kept plants supplied with oil.

An additional 42 million gallons of storage 
capacity is now under construction. 


To improve and assure its supply of natural 
gas, TP&L is participating in exploration 
and drilling for gas and developing storage 
reservoirs in East Texas. 


Because of the sharply rising costs and 
uncertain future supplies of gas and oil, 
TP&L and other electric utility companies 
in the Southwest are shifting to lignite - a 
form of soft coal - as a power plant fuel. 
TP&L has acquired major deposits of 
lignite in East and Northeast Texas. Two 
lignite-fueled units are already supplying 
eTectricity to TP&L customers, seven other 
units are now under construction and an 
eighth unit will be started soon. One or 
more lignite-fueled units is scheduled to 
go into service in each of the years from 
1975 to 1980 


However, even all the new lignite-fueled 
plants the Company can build will not be 
sufficient to meet anticipated future 
electric needs of TP&L customers. So, in 
1972, TP&L, Dallas Power & Light and 
Texas Electric Service announced plans to 
build a nuclear-fueled plant. The first unit 
of the plant is expected to be in operation 
in 1980 and the second in 1982
